LICENSES

Pastoenger car licensee went 
on sale with a rush at the de¬ 
partment of the provincial sec¬ 
retary here Inst Wednesday as 
district motoridtg thronged in¬ 
to the office to receive author¬ 
ity to operate their automobiles 
for another year of war-restrict 
ed 'travel. Officials of the de¬ 
partment expect that the office 
will be jammed with applicants 
up until April 10. 

The new licenses, of the stick 
er type, are orange with black 
lettering, and are carried on 
the upper right hand corner c.f 
the windshield and the lower 
right hand corner of the back 
window. The dimensions of the 
stickers are 2% by 51/2 inches. 

For the .license year of 1944- 
45, registered owners are re¬ 
quired to retain tha use <f 
their motor vehicles the 1943- 
44 number plate. The number 
on the stickers and the certific¬ 
ate of registration must cor¬ 
respond with the numbr on the 
1943 plate. 

Registered owners with 1943 
44 license plates are requested 
to apply to the same issuing of 
fice from which they obtained 
their last year’s license plate, 
in order to secure stickers of 
the 1 same number U* agree 
with the number on the plate.

Speakin ff of land, he said that 
the soil was a heritage of all of 
us. Never in the history of 
mankind has a civilization b: 
able to separate itself from thc 
land, tand the only succe -.s 
ful nations in history have b on 
those that have paid proper at- 
Cen ion and shown proper care 
their land. Plant tissue is 
Hi: marvel of science. The abil¬ 
ity of the soil to use the e l e “ 
ments of sun, rain, wind and 
frost, to manufacture tissus 
for plants, to turn again into 
the component parts of goed 
soil, was a problem for anyone 
to work on. While we dont un¬ 
derstand, and probably never 
will undem and, all thes e pro¬ 
cesses, we all know how to give 
proper attention to soil, and we 
know when land is being starv¬ 
ed of the care it needs to pre¬ 
serve it in a strong, healthy 

condition and capable of pro¬ 
ducing profitable crops. 

Certain soils are srtted ti 
certain crops. FertMizei should 
be applied sensibly, and when 
we try to increase production, 
we should not forget to in- 
ceas e the plant ford we put 
back into the land. Some area 7 ' 
are suited to pasture, and these 
shcluld never b e overstocked, 
or grazed to a point where the 
top soil will blow and erode. 
Soil drifting, which has taken 
a heavy toil in our district can 
be and must b e avoided if wo 
retain the heritage we have 
received. W© should work and 
plan to pass on to there who 
follow, a soil which is as goed, 
or bitter than we receive it and 
if we do we shall have made 
our contribution t 0 a successful 
future.

1. Must provide a living fev 
those working it. 2. Must pro¬ 
vide a revenue aside from the 
living and 3. it must provide 
for a charge against the land. 
To do this farming must be. 
done sensibly and scientificily 
and with a lonor range view so 
that fertili y will not be reduc¬ 
ed.

No sane famer would doubt 
that we have a Bern us weed 
problem. Almost every farming 
area in the world develops a 
weed problem in the early 
stages. And the better the soil 
and crop conditions, the more 
acute the weed problem becomes 
Weeds are not serious a«. Many- 
born efl, being limited to a few 
annuals such Russian thist¬ 
les and tumbling mustards. In 
the Caidston and Pincher Creek 
areas it is a different story. 

Note only are there many more 
vaieties of wjeerds in belter 
farming areas, but there are 
pernicious long-lived pereruiials 
like Canada thisetle, leafy 
spurge and hoary cress. 

Weeds in southwestern Al¬ 
berta, and especially in the ir- 
i igated districts, 'are our big¬ 
gest problem next to weatbor 
conditions—and we can’t do 
anything about that. The seis 
ious annual weeds —mustard, 
stinkweed, and wild oats, have 
been with us for a Fng time 
and most farmers have learned 
how to grow crops in spite of 
them. But leafy spurge, Rus¬ 
sian «napweed, hoary cress, and 
field bindweed are presenting 
a more serious problem. They 
are preading rapidly and cost¬ 
ing the owners of land where 
they are established, hundreds 
cif ihousands of dollars and still 
they roe not under control. 

Bhe important thing to the 
farmer is: “What can wq do 
about the problem ?’’

Weed laws will never save us. 

They are necessary to prevent 
the occasional negligent far¬ 
mer from infesting bis neigh¬ 
bor’s fields, but any me! hods 
dii eel ed merely at killing out 
the y.ccds wili fail. Many had 
great hopes for chemical met¬ 
hods oi eradication. This met¬ 
hod ia difficult and expensive, 
and can be 'economically used 
only on occasional spots ihat 
show up in an area, or on odd 
sp'ds remaining after a year of 
black fallow. 

The solution to the weed 
problem is a balanced system 
of cropping by which weeds can 
be controlled. It. involves the 
problem of ?ul conservation 
and insec. and p:st control ,and 
must fit into economic crop 
production. It is foolish to work 
fallow until a ,11 the top soil 
blows away to eradicate he 
weeds. Weed control is very dif 
ficult under a one crop system. 

Every fanner will have to 
work out a system of weed con 
tiro . 1 along with prevention of 
soil depletion aAd pest control 
for his own farm.. But certain 
fundamental principle* nun t be 
used. First, clean seed must be 
u?:d & w ed sveds must not be 
scat^rcd by nuchiivery. Gpec 
ini efforts mus! be made to get 
annual w:,"d seeds in a position 
so that they will germinate and 
be killed.

1. Every employer of male employees mufet make an examination 
of the documents of these employ eon, and forward advice on 
those who fail to produce documents showing good standing 
under Mobilization Regulations. 

2. This examination must he completed by May 1st, 1914. 

3. “EMPLOYER” includes industrial and commercial employers, 
and also farm operators. 

4. “MALE EMPLOYEE” includes all male persona working for 
you, including relatives. 

5. A booklet “EMPLOYERS* CJUIDE,” lias been sent to industrial 
and commercial employers. A return post curd has gone to 
farm operators. 

6. If you employ any male person, ami have not been notified of 
the survey by booklet or post card, contact the nearest Employ¬ 
ment and Selective Service Ollice and ask for flic booklet. 

7m Obligation to mukc the examination rests on each and every 
employer of male persons, uud employers must act. 

g. Penalties arc provided for fuilurc to carry out this examina¬ 
tion, and for male employees fuiling to assist by refusal to 
produce documents.
